Sunday; and, if Sunday, ſon the 16th of 
January: And upon the 3d Day of Fe— 
bruary, commonly called St. Blage's Day, 
tor Swearing the Lord Mayor: And upon 
every Election of an Alderman: And 
upon the 21ſt Day of September, if not 
Sunday; and, if Sunday, then on the 22d 
of September, for Election of Sheriffs: 
And at the Election of a Lord Mayor or 
Sheriff, in the room of a Lord Mayor 
or Sheriff dying in his Office: And upon 
Chriſtmas-Day, St. Stephen's Day, New 
Tear -Day, Twelfih-Day, Eafter-Sunday, 


and 
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and J/hitſunday, and upon all rejoicing 
Days, at the Minſter. The Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen wear Scarlet Gowns alſo 
on the firſt Day of every Aſſizes and 
General Quarter Seſſions of the Peace. 


The Lord Mayor wears his Scarlet 
Gown every Day in the Aſſizes when he 
ſits with the Judge, and every Day of 
Adjournment of the General Quarter 
Seſſions of the Peace. 


The Sheriffs wear Black Court-Gowns 

from Michaelmas-Day, when they enter 
upon their Office, as often as they appear 
at the Seſſions or at the Minſter, till their 


Riding Day, which is on Wedneſday Sen- 
night after Martinmas-Day : And on that 


Day they wear the Black ſtiffen'd Gowns 
lined with Fur; and after that Day wear

Scarlet Gowns lined with Fur, when the 
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Lord Mayor wears his Scarlet Gown, 
Black Velvet Tippets, with gilded Acorns [ 
at the Ends, are alſo worn by the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen with their Scarlet 
or Black Gowns. 


The Sheriffs alſo wear Tippets on the 
Day of their Riding and Grand Feaſt; 
and from that Day at Aſſizes and Seſ- 
ſions, and on other Days when they wear 
their Scarlet or Black ſtiffen'd Gowns, 
and when they attend my Lord Mayor 

to the Minſter every Sunday during their 
Office. 


The Sheriffs hold their Court of Pleas 
on Ouſe-Bridge once a-week, in their 
Black Court-Gowns, et de Die in "_ 
in Cate of a Priſoner.
